Cape  Dean  Urges 
Teaching  Ideas 
Not  Mere  Words 


In  Address  on  "Curse  of  Teaching," 
Dr.  Douglass  Calls  Teaching  Wonder¬ 
ful  Profession  If  Done  Properly. 


"Teaching  is  a  wonderful  iirofossiou 
if  you  teach  ideas  instead  of  words — 
and  teaching  will  offer  you  an  unlimited 
opportunity  for  service."  Dr.  R.  S. 
Douglass,  dean  of  tho  school  and  pro¬ 
fessor  of  European'  history  at  tho  State 
Teachers  College  at  Girarde.a'u,  told  our 
student  body  last  week  in  a  forelful  and 
interesting  talk  at  Assembly. 

Dr.  Douglass  .  took  as  his  subject, 
"Tho  Curse  of  Teaching.” 

"The  greatest  curse  in  teaching  is 
not  tho  teacher’s  salary,"  ho  said  jok¬ 
ingly.  "It  is  not  the  whole  profession 
of  teaching  itself,  but  it  is  the  curse  of 
teaching  words  as  ideas. 

"It  used  to  bo  that  wo  taught  as  tho 
definition  of  a  word  that,  it  was  the 
idea,  and  we  thought  when  we  taught 
tho  word  that  wo  had  taught  tho  idea." 

Df.  Douglas  said  that  he  had  discover¬ 
ed  how  false  this  idea  was  and  gave 
several  examples  to  illustrate  his  point. 

Ho  said  that  this  incident  happened 
in  an  American  History  class.  A  boy 
■hadvbeen  called  upon  to  make  a  recita¬ 
tion  on  the ‘Subject  of  pyramids.  .  The 
boy  had  rec'ited  excellently,  had  given 
a  description  of  tho  pyramids,  told 
when  and  why  they  were  built  and 
other  things  about  them.  Finally  tho 
teacher.  Dr.  Douglass,  asked  tho  boy 
the  length  of  the  building  in  which  the 
class  was  being  held.  The  boy,  and 
other  members  of  the  class  had  learned 
that  the  pyramid  wa.s  over  700  feet  long, 
(ind  in  describing  the  •  length  of  tho 
building,  netirly  every  student  in  tho

Tolstoy’s  famous  xday,  "Resurrection," 
featuring  Rod  La  Rdeque  and  Dolores 
Del  Rio,  will  be  shown  in  the  College 
auditorium. 

Students 
will  be  admitted  by  a  minor  c’oupon.

Celebrated  PlilloBopher  and  Author  of 
"The  Story  of  Philosophy,”  To  Be 
Here  Monday. 


The  first  major  entertuinment  for  the 
summer  scsssion  will  be  held  next  Mon¬ 
day  ovoiiiiig,  June  18,  at  8  o’clock  in 
tho  College  anditorium  when  Dr.  Will 
Durant,-notcd  lecturer  and  author,  will 
deliver  his  lecture  entitled,  "Is  Pro¬ 
gress  Real?" 

Reserved  seats  for  tlie  lecture  go  on 
sale  at  Kuchs  Bros.  Thursday.  Tho  gcu- 
er.al  admission  will  be  .jil.OO.  Students 
may  use  their  major  coupon  for  reserved 
seats  at  Kuchs  Bros. 

Dr.  Durant  is  one  of  tho  host  lecturers 
in  tlie  United  States  and  certainly  one 
of  tlie  best  known  autliors,  chiefly  be¬ 
cause  of  his  hook,  "The  Story  of  Phil¬ 
osophy."  Ill  Assembly  Wednesday 
President  Lamkin  said  his  address 
sliould  ho  the  best  lecture  entertaiument 
ever  brought  to  tlie  College. 

Doctor  Durant  was  bom  in  Nortli 
Adams,  Mass,  and  was  educated  at  St. 
Peter’s  College,  New  Jersey,  and  Col¬ 
umbia  University,  New  York.  He  holds 
the  A.  B.,  M.  A.,  and  Ph.  D  degrees. 
He  is  a  frequent  contributor  to  such 
magazines  as  Harper’s,  tlie  American, 
Cosmopolitan,  Pictorial  Review,  Cen¬ 
tury,  and  Forum. 

Will  Durant  first  became  prominent 
for  Ills  work  when  teaching  at  Columbia 
University.  Men  and  women  who  stud¬ 
ied  under  him  tliere  still  tell  of  the 
exhilarating  influence  of  his  enthusiasm 
and  his  scholarship;  they  had  nevpr  sus¬ 
pected  that  philosophy  could  bo  so  in¬ 
telligible,  so  absorbing,  and  so  fruitfully 
related  to  the  actual  problems  of  life! 

It  happened  that  among  the  lectures 
which  Dr.  Durant  was  asked  to  give 
outside  tile  University  was  on  on  "Spin- 
ozn,”  at  the  great  community  center. 
Labor  Temple,  maintained  by  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  Church  at  Fourteenth  Street 
and  Second  Avenue,  New  York.  This

With  practically  the  same  number  of 
students  enrolled  as  wore  hero  during 
the  summer  quarter  last  year,  the  twen¬ 
ty-third  summer  term  of  the  College 
got  under  way  last  week  with  all  indi¬ 
cations  of  it  being  one  of  the  most 
successful  sessions  tlie  Northwest  Mis¬ 
souri  State  Teachers  lias  ever  had.  Reg¬ 
istration  lyas  completed  Tuesday  and . 
Wednesd.ay  and  the  first  of  this  week 
saw  both  faculty  and  student  body  get¬ 
ting  settled  for  a  summer  of  profitable 
work. 

"  We  are  entirely  satisfied  ivitli  our 
present  enrollment,”  President, Lamkin 
said  at  Assembly  this  'weekj  "'Wc  have 
reached  the  point  iu  our  College  growth 
where  we  are  not  particularly  interest¬ 
ed  in  numbers.  AVo  now  have  all  the 
students  that  wo  can  care  for  satis¬ 
factorily.  I  have  stated  before  that  the 
most  cc'oiiomical  administration  of  a 
college,  according  to  the  best  author¬ 
ities,  can  be  obtained  with  a  student 
body  of  about  750. 

"Indications  point  to  the  fact  that 
more  teachers-  in  North  Alissouri  aro 
getting  their  training  during  tho  school 
year  before  they  start  to  teach  rather 
than  getting  it  in  summer  terms  after 
they  have  started  teaching. 

"Much  has  been  said  about  the  ap¬ 
parent  over-supply  of  teachers  in  Alis¬ 
souri.  There  is  no  lack  of  licensed 
teachers  in  Alissouri,  but  there  is  a 
lack  of  trained  teachers.  Our  demand 
for  teachers  with  degrees  is  more  than 
wc  aro  able  to  fill." 

President  Lamkin  spoke  of  his  re¬ 
ports  from  various  faculty  members 
that  tho  present  student  body  promised 
to  bo  the  best  one  we  have  ever  had, 
based  on  its  early  scholastic  showing. 
Ho  also  said  that  the  present  summer 
faculty  was  tho  best  prepared  faculty 
as  a  whole  that  we  have  over  had.  "A 
degree  isn’t  a  definite  guarantee  that 
one  can  tench,"  added  Mr.  LanikiUj 
"but  it  is  prima  facie  evidence  that 
its  owner  possesses  information." 

President  Lamkin  spoke  of  tlie  nd- 
ininistrntivo  roquirement  of  pliysloal 
education  and  warned  that  credit  would 
bo  hold  up  if  this  requirement  is  not 
filled.  Ho  also  spoke  of  the  present 
requirements  for  physical  education  by 
tho  state  education  dcpartmoiit  of  Alis¬ 
souri  for  those  wlio  expect  to  teach  ia 
the  high  schools  of  Alissouri. 

He  iiiontioncd  also  of  tho  adminis¬ 
trative  roquiromeiit  of  attemlnnco  at 
Assembly  and  stated  that  roll  would 
bo  taken  if  it  wore  found  that  students 
wore  not  fittonding  Assemblies.'

The  importance  of  builtliiig  character 
as  well  as  obtaining  educational  train¬ 
ing  in  College  was  stressed  by  Mr.

Cape  Dean  Urges 
Teaching  Ideas 
Not  Mere  Words 


(Continued  from  Page  1) 


class  said  it  was  about  700  feet  long. 
The  building  in  reality'  was  only  about 
260  foot  long.  Dr.  Douglass  said  tho 
class  had  learned  only  words  and  not 
ideas. 

Criticises  Notebooks 

Among  other  things.  Dr.  Douglass 
gently  criticised  the  keeping  of  note¬ 
books,  especially  in  history  classes.  He 
told  of  having  seen  his  students  sitting 
at  a  table  with  a  finger  of  one  hand 
on  tho  lino  in  the  book,  and  a  pen  in 
tho  other,  copying  from  the  book. 

"And  j'ou''know,’’  ho  said,  "I  no¬ 
ticed  a  very  peculiar  thing.  I  noticed 
that  knowledge  could  travel  from  the 
book  up  one  arm,  across  the  shoulder 
and  down  tho  other  arm  and  to  the 
paper  and  never  touch  tho  head." 

In  closing  his  address.  Dr.  Douglass 
told  of  tho  best  history  teacher  he  had 
over  seen.  She  was  a  y'oung  woman 
who  taught  in  a  small  school.  She 
persuaded  tho  suporintondout  to  allow 
her  to  have  her  class  study  tho  history 
of  tho  community  in  connection  -with 
tho  general  history  of  tho  United  States. 

Tho  class  bocamo  very  interested  and 
finally  tho  citizens  of  the  town  became 
interested  and  requested  that  tho  class 
bo  held  at  night  so  everyone  could  at¬ 
tend.  As  a  climax  to  tho  year’s  work, 
this  teacher  with  the  financial  aid  of 
the  chamber  of  commerce,  succeeded  in 
presenting  a  grand  pageant  which  link¬ 
ed  the  town’s  history  with  the  history 
of  tlio  entire  nation. 

As  his  final  w'ord.  Dr.  Douglass  told 
his  audience,  "A  tqaeher  can  gain  im¬ 
mortality'  if  sho  rvill  teach  ideas,  ideals, 
and  inspiration  and  not  mere  words.’’

•  "Wo  regret  oxcoodingly  that  any  col¬ 
lege  or  university'  professor  would  sell 
his  services  to  promote  a  purposo  of 
this  kind.  Did  any'  of  those  lead  in  tho 
movement,  or  wore  they  led  into  it? 

"In  your  judgment,  should  they  bo 
censured  by'  their  associations ‘and  in¬ 
stitutions,  Wliy  not  clean  up  tho  school 
side  of  -tlio  question  while  wo  are  at  it?
